MORE SLANIA ENGRAVINGS William Kriebel 


The master engraver, Czeslaw Slania (1921-2005), 
produced an extensive body of material, including 
postage stamps for several countries, and in particu- 
lar, Sweden. In addition to the end product-postage- 
this resulted in some specialty items, all intaglio 
printed. I show some here from my collection, dupli- 
cates of which are offered in the current auction. 


Opposite: Cylinder engravings—black prints at top, 
red proofs at bottom—which are a pair of a 2003 
joint-issue with Spain of “Nobel Laureates in 
Medicine” (scanned in a protective mount). 


I wish to point out that Sweden still produces fine 
engraving work by such artisans as: Zlatko Jakus, 
Martin Mé6rck, Lars Sjé6blom, and _ Piotr 
Naszarkowski. The last three are featured with 
Slania in a folio with four individual (8”x10”) 
engraved prints, on card stock suitable for framing: 4 
gravorer under lupp (4 engravers under loupe).

OLD CARDS, NEW USES Greg Alexander 


At the end of the 1980s, the American Numismatic 
Association found itself with a sizable backlog of 
unsold souvenir cards. These semi-official (SO) cards 
had been produced by the American Bank Note Co. 
for a number of ANA shows. They were paid for, so 
the ANA could destroy them and take a loss, but that 
would have been a terrible waste. 


Someone eventually hit on an inventive alternative. 
Why not trim off the text from the original show and 
re-use them? Not the most artful idea, since remov- 
ing part of the card would leave the banknote oddly 
off center, but it served as a convenient solution. The 
cards were then reprinted with new text on the back 
(and sometimes the front) and distributed first at the 
ANA Museum in Colorado Springs and later at 
shows. To temper collector push back, I believe these 
were not sold, but were give-away items. The ANA 
also repurposed surplus 1997 souvenir cards of the 
Federal Managers Association (FM-5) on at least two 
occasions. 


One of these souvenir cards was granted a number in 
our SCCS catalog —- SO73 — a trimmed version of 
SO12. However, to my knowledge the rest of these 
repurposed cards were never cataloged. They bring 
up an uncomfortable question: Are they legitimate or 
are they mutilations? 


I'll put that question aside for the moment and list 
the versions I'm aware of: 


1) SO-12 (SO-73) - Trimmed to 8.5” x 3.6", text added 
on reverse as a souvenir of ANA Museum.

I typically pick up these cards when I find them 
cheaply, mostly as curiosities though I do believe 
some are quite scarce. Over time I've accumulated 
half a dozen, which are illustrated here. Gaps in the 
timeline indicate there is likely to be more of these, 
such as another possible FMA usage from the 2001 
ANA summer show in Atlanta.

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Getting back to the thorny issue, I'd like to hear from 
other members on whether the SCCS should consid- 
er these as separate souvenir cards in their own right. 
They appear to qualify as souvenirs of shows or a 
museum visit even though they differ from their 
original purpose. 


There are other cases of cards being altered and 
given separate catalog numbers. F1987A-B were sim- 
ply embossed and issued as F1987C-D for a separate 
show in Denver. B101A-F were all embossed or over- 
printed versions of B101. But at this point assigning 
new SO numbers out of chronological sequence for 
these cut-down cards would be decidedly awkward. 


Do we put them in a special category as ANA reis- 
sues? Append our current catalog numbers, i.e., SO- 
32A? Ignore them? What's your opinion? 


[I, too, would like to hear your opinion(s). The inclu- 
sion of SO-73 in the numbering system was not my 
decision nor, as I have stated previously, was/ were 
the inclusion of B-123, B-128, B-131, and PS-9. I do 
not believe that cards not offered to the general pub- 
lic should be numbered—other than by adding a 
qualifying letter. I also made a slight modification to 
the original numbering system by adding a “-” 
between the letters and numbers (as I have done 
with Greg’s text here). I must presume there are 
other “legitimate” cards which have been modified 
to suite other private needs and I, for one, am not 
ready to find all of them to assign a number in any 
kind of logical or chronological order. Ed.]
